Several schedule changes have been 
made to campus connection shuttles, 
including reduced hours for on-cam- 
pus shuttles from Monday-Thursday 
and the removal of Friday services. 

Cal State Long Beach Student Ride 
Share Program ‘Corrdinator Elissa 


Thomas said these service changes were 
partly based on budget challenges. The 


_ Rideshare program provides funding for 


both the U-Pass and shuttle systems. 

“The cost of the U-Pass more than 
doubled this year,’ Thomas said. “And 
even with that, we still spend more on 
shuttle service.” 

Rideshare has also joined the Cam- 
pus Sustainability Taskforce to make 
the campus more environmentally 
friendly. In doing so, they have re- 
duced the transportation service hours 
of operation. 

Shuttles are available during fall and 
spring terms only. Residéntial Learn- 
ing College shuttles operate seven days 
a week, while on-campus shuttles op- 
erate Monday through Thursday. 

On-campus shuttles have ceased to 


operate on Friday to adjust to the lesser 
number of ‘students attending class 
those days. 

“On Fridays, ridership was so mini- 
mal,” Thomas said. “I mean, you could 
look across the campus and you could 
literally see a tumble weed rolling 
across the parking lot.” 

Senator Jorge Soriano said the shut- 
tle ride changes are moving in a nega- 
tive direction and believes the value 
and necessity of the shuttles outweigh 
the costs. He said that he wished to see 
further schedule changes in the future, 
mirroring previous semesters.

Thursday after driving into a 
flood-control channel near Cal 
State Long Beach’s College Park 
Drive. 

According to the Long Beach 
Police Department, the Westmin- 


ster resident was driving alone ~ 


' in his silver Toyota Tacoma. The 


driver lost control of his vehicle: 


while heading west on College 
Park Drive. He went into the San 
Gabriel flood channel on Stude- 
baker Road and 7th Street, where 
Tran and his vehicle: partly sub- 
-merged into the channel. 

When the LBPD responded to 
the report at approximately 9:20 
a.m., Tran was in full cardiac ar- 
rest, according to fire department 

~ spokesman Matt Dobberpuhl. 

The Long Beach Fire Depart- 
ment transported Tran to a local 
hospital in critical condition where 
he later died from his injuries, 


LBPD spokesperson Sgt. Rico Fer- ~ 


nandez said in a press release. 
According to LBPD investiga- 
tors, the motorist was believed to 
be experiencing a medical emer- 
gency at the time of the single ve- 
hicle collision. : 
Witnesses said Tran was driving 
erratically prior to the accident. 
The crash site was near the 2006 
fatal plunge of Belmont Park’s 
Amanda Carter, 16, who helped 
influence the city to erect barriers 
around the San Gabriel channel.

Brown’s approval 


The bill makes 
undocumented 
students eligible for 
state and federal 
financial aid.

The second half of the California 
Dream Act, which was designed to al- 
low immigrant students access to fi- 
nancial aid, has successfully passed 
through the California State Assembly 
and now awaits approval on Gov. Jerry 
Brown’s desk. = 

Known. as» AB-131, the bill would 
grant undocumented students the right 
to apply for state and federal financial 
aid in addition to aid from private in- 
stitutions. 

Though the latter has been tradition- 
ally considered common practice, it 
has only recently been legally allowed 
through state law via AB-130. 

Brown has until Oct. 9 to sign or veto 
the bill. If he does nothing, AB-131 will 
become law on its own, without the 
need for his signature. 

Though Brown went public with his 
support of the Dream Act legislation 
in June,.‘he only signed AB-130 and 
neglected :AB-131, which some argued 
was the meat of the Dream Act. 


Former California State Student As- 
sociation President Chris Chavez de- 
clared in August that Brown’s signature 
of AB-130, while progressive, was little 


‘more than a “symbolic victory.” Now, 


with AB-131 having made it as far as 
the governor’s desk, undocumented 
students and their supporters are be- 
coming increasingly optimistic about 
their education. 

Opponents of the bill argue that it 
generates unnecessary spending in a 
time where California cannot afford ex- 
cess expenses. 

California Assemblyman Gilbert 
Cedillo, who introduced the Dream Act 
in 2006, argued that the contribution of 
undocumented students to the economy 
would be well worth the investment of 
their education. 

“By signing AB-131, the governor 
will help increase the earning potential 
of these students, which helps all of us 
by contributing to our tax base and the 
future of our state,” Cedillo said in a 
statement. 

After Brown’s signature of AB-130, 
the University of California, Los Ange- 
les Institute for Research on Labor and 
Employment released a study that said 
the Dream Act was crucial to Califor- 
nia’s economy. 

The study argued that, as a result of 
lower graduation rates in the future, 
pushing qualified undocumented stu-

New York marks 9/11 anniversary while miOVAnE on 


NEW YORK (MCT) — The attack 
on Sept. 11, 2001, stopped New York 
cold, but on that same day a decade 
later, it was the Gotham of lore, the city 
that never sleeps. 

As President Barack Obama and 
other dignitaries gathered in Lower 
Manhattan early Sunday morning to 
commemorate the dead, for others 
throughout the city, it was pretty much 
business as usual, though many also 


recognized the importance of remem- 
bering. 

“I hate it, but it’s necessary,” said 
Joe Garofola, 50, who was sketching a 
piece of sculpture in Madison Square 
Park. “It keeps us together.” 

“Tt keeps us.on our toes,” said Mo- 
nique Boardraye, 25, a lifelong resi- 
dent as she rushed down West 14th 
Street to work. 

Despite the day’s solemnity, the city 


bustled. 

Streets buzzed with the harsh rat- 
tat-tat of pneumatic drills as repair 
crews ripped into concrete. ‘ 

Armadas of bright, yellow tax- 
ies hurtled up and down the wide av- 
enues. A fashion shoot with models 
who appeared to have been poured 
into their dresses drew onlookers near

The new sections 
ensure handicapped 
guests have a clear 
view of Pyramid 
events.

The Walter Pyramid has improved 
accessibility by designating seven dif- 
ferent sections that ensure handicapped 
guests will have a better view of the 
event they’re attending. 

Wheelchair seating sections were 
chosen for their visibility angles, which 
ensure an unobstructed line of sight to 


the floor, even when people in front of , 


them are standing. This is in compli- 
ance with the line of sight requirement 
set by the Accessible Stadiums guide- 
lines of the Americans with Disabilities 
Act (ADA). 

“Tt’s important to not only conform 
to the letter of the law, but to embrace 
the spirit of the law as well,” said David 
Sanfilippo, director of Disabled Stu- 
dent Services. “It’s the little things that 
make a difference.” 

Assigning several sections as wheel- 
chair seating areas also gives handi- 
capped guests a choice of different 
viewing angles to choose from, consis- 
tent with the dispersed seating require- 
ments set by the Accessible Stadiums 
guidelines in the ADA. ; 

The sections that have been set up for 


wheelchair seating that ensure handi- 
capped guests a direct line of sight to 
the floor are: 104, 105,'106, 107, 110, 
112 and 114. 

Bleachers were moved backward 
three feet in Section 114 to make wheel- 
chair seating available on the floor level. 

Because there is nowhere to put 
wheelchair seating and still guarantee a 
direct line of sight to the floor in the stu- 
dent section, Section 111, comparable 
seating is offered on each adjacent side 


-in Sections 110 and 112. 


A contingency plan has been put in 
place to remove banners along the blue 
railings of the concourse level, should 
the other wheelchair accessible sections 
fill up. This creates an alternate wheel- 
chair seating location to .be used for 
overly crowded events. 

Achieving better accessibility at the 
Pyramid was discussed at a staff retreat 
in the summer of 2010 that focused on 
improving guest services. 

Pyramid management, in conjunc- 
tion with Sanfilippo, decided to revamp 


the previously existing wheelchair seat- - 


ing policy as well as implement a new 
protocol in which all Pyramid employ- 
ees are trained on how to best accom- 
modate guests in wheelchairs. 

Early in the fall 2010 semester, 
Sanfilippo did a walkthrough with the 
entire Pyramid staff — roughly 75 
workers — to focus on responsibili- 
ties, etiquette and the new protocol in 
regards to wheelchair seating. 

Sanfilippo will continue doing pe- 
riodic trainings for all employees to 
make sure the staff knows how to best 
accommodate handicapped guests.

Cameron Ungar, associate general 
manager and director of event services, 
has been to multiple conferences within 
the past year that focused on vari- 
ous guest services, including innova- 
tive ways to improve accessibility and 
wheelchair seating configurations. 

As a result of the new protocol, Pyra- 
mid Management is briefings with be- 
fore games to prepare and after games 
to learn from anything that could have 


-gone smoother. 


Ungar said that being prepared al- 
lows Pyramid Management and staff 
to be much more adaptable when unex- 
pected situations arise, such as overly 
crowded events. 

Dozens of signs have been added to 
both the floor and concourse levels of 
the arena to make all wheelchair seat- 
ing areas, entrances, exits and elevator 
locations easier to locate. 

Ungar said those who designed the 
Pyramid had envisioned the blue ramp 


as the primary entrance for guests in 
wheelchairs, but it is certainly not ideal 
because of how steep it is. Signs were 
placed in the gold section to mark that 
as a wheelchair accessible entrance. 

According to Ungar, achieving bet- 
ter accessibility at the Pyramid is some- 
thing Pyramid Management and DSS 
will continue to focus on. 

“It’s frame of mind now — some- 
thing that we are addressing and con- 
tinuing to improve,” Ungar said.

Damon plays a man who finds out 
about the virus after his wife and son are 
killed by it on the first day. He then finds 
out that he is immune to the virus and is 
going to be okay. He reconnects with his 
teenage daughter and spends most of the 
film trying to keep her safe from a soci- 
ety that has descended into chaos. 

This is a sharp contrast to Jude Law’s 
character, who finds out about the virus 
early and causes a panic on his popular 
blog by posting rumors about the virus 
and a so-called cure that he believes the 
government is hiding from the public. 
His character provides some comic 
relief with his overall sleaziness, and 


also with the set of fake teeth that Law 


wears during the film. His character is 
also a statement about the current state 
of journalism, in which more people 
believe rumors posted on the Internet 
than they believe trusted news sources. 
It also shows that, in the digital age, it is 
increasingly difficult to keep informa- 
tion from the public, even if it is in their 
best interest. 

Another one of the storylines in this 
revolves around government employ- 
ees, played by Fishburne and Winslet. 
They know what the virus is capable of, 
and they spend the film trying to warn 
the public without causing a panic. 

The film is also full of small cameo 
performances by other excellent actors. 
Marion Cotillard plays a doctor who 
tracks the virus to a casino in Hong 
Kong. Bryan Cranston, from “Break- 
ing Bad,” plays a military official. Even 
comedian Demetri Martin bizarrely 


shows up in a minor role as a laboratory 
employee. a 

Allof these stories and characters are 
loosely woven together, but never really 
come to a full conclusion. The film is 
niore about the virus itself, tracking it 
day-by-day and showing what a devas- 
tating impact something like this would 
have on the world. In the end, the film 
never becomes more than the sum of 
its parts, but each of the parts is so pol- 
ished and well-directed that it doesn’t 
really matter. 

To someone who fears germs, this 
movie would be a complete nightmare, 
but it will also even make the most fear- 
less person’s skin crawl. After seeing 
this movie, it is hard not to notice ev- 
ery doorknob and handrail that crosses 
your path. In the end, this film may be 
the best advertisement for hand sani- 
tizer that has ever been made.

Women’s volleyball 
falls in five sets 

to Oregon State to 
conclude Baden 
Classic.

In its second match at the Baden 
Classic on Saturday evening, the No. 
22-ranked Long Beach State women’s 
volleyball team could not sustain its 
Vicious first set attack. The 49ers were 
taken down by the Oregon State Bea- 
vers in five sets — 10-25, 25-20, 25-23, 
19-25, 15-12. 

On paper, it looked like the ‘Niners 
would have won this match easily. Long 
Beach amassed more kills, (64-61), as- 
sists (59-57), blocks (22-12) and had a 
better hitting percentage (.251-.168) 
than the Beavers. 

Despite. the statistical dominance 
displayed by the Beach, Oregon State 
took advantage of a little fatigue shown 
by the ‘Niners late in the match. 

“T didn’t think physically we could 
keep it up,” LBSU head coach Brian 
Gimmillaro said. “We’re not-in very 
good shape, and we made a lot of mis- 
takes.” 

The Beach (5-4) made waves early 
and looked primed to break through 


the dam the Beavers (8-2) planned on 
building. The first set was dominated 
by the ‘Niners, with Haleigh Hampton, 
Janisa Johnson and Erin Juley combin- 
ing to block any kill attempt from Or- 
egon State. Senior Caitlin Ledoux led 
the 49ers early hitting attack with four 
kills on seven attempts for a .571 hit 
percentage. Freshman setter Erin Juley 
was also spreading the ball around very 
well, finishing’ with seven assists in the 
first set. 

The Beavers showed some resiliency 
and came back in the second set, led 
by junior outside hitter Camille Sax- 
ton and freshman middle blocker Arica 
Nassar. Nassar got Oregon State off to 
a hot start in the second set, helping her 
team jump out to an early 3-0 lead. The 
Beach, however, came back with three 
straight points , one each from Ledoux, 
Haleigh Hampton and Delainy Aigner- 
Swesey. After a bit of back-and-forth 
play, the Beavers took the lead for good, 
and Saxton closed the door on the set. 

The third set was an absolute barn- 
burner, with Gimmillaro leading the 
charge. After what seemed to be an il- 
legal rotation, Gimmillaro boisterously 
voiced his displeasure to the officials, 
and he was still in disbelief after the 
match had concluded. 

“That changed the match,” he said. 
“We got five points in a row, and they 
asked something, then went back out a 
different rotation. They weren’t in the 
right formation, and it was obvious.” — 

Gimmillaro added: “It’s like a person 
being 10 feet offsides.” 


Oregon State took an early 14-10 
lead, but the Beach fought back, and 
came.within one point late at -23-24. 
Again, Saxton was too much for the 
49ers, closing out the set with two blis- 
tering kills. oni 

Despite the questionable officiating, 
and tough third-set loss, The Beach, 
led by Ledoux who had a team high 21 
kills, Juley who ended the game with 50 
assists, Janisa Johnson who had a great 
all around game with 13 kills and 17 
digs, bounced back in the fourth set to 
force a fifth and final set. 

The fifth set was a fickle early on, 
with each team jockeying for momen- 
tum. A Dre Shaw kill put the Beavers 
up 9-6 and they never looked back. Sax- 
ton, who had a game-high 22 kills, sent 
The Beach packing with two late kills 
followed by her teammates, who rushed 
the court to celebrate the 15-12 fifth-set 
victory. 

The ‘Niners will look to get back on 
track when they play host to Idaho on 


Friday at 7 p.m. at the Walter Pyramid. ~
